HJ3 JOURNAL readers will all remember the lynching 


case a short time ago in Delaware A negro •was the 


•eictiim of (.he mob, -while a young girl, the daughter of a 
clergyman was the victim of the negro -who was hanged 
We quote below at some length the charge of the Judge to 
the jury upon the subject of lynching because it touches 
the very fudamentals of the question

There 


is no crime so henious that it'should be punished by a mob, 
outside the course of lav, for by taking that course the 
vengence wrough on the individual becomes an attack on 
the State, on the government itself 


The following are a poition of Judge Loies remarks ' 
'Gentlemen in this country the people make the laws 


They aie our will formally expressed 
It is the duty of 


every good man to obey the la-w himself and to see that it 
is obeyed by others so fai as he may 


"Lynching is *a crime against the law, both of God and 


man 
"We can conceive no moie dangerous social or civic 


condition than mob rule 
The mob in its madness makes 


no distinction in the subject of its -wrath 
Its excuse may 


be brutal crime, or it may be a difference in religion or po- 
litical sentiment, or any othei fancy or -whim that the 
caprice, humoi ot passion of the moment may] suggest 
Recklessly human life is taken, pioperty is destroyed and 
law and 01 der o\ erthrown 
In such scenes the innocent 


suffer alike with the guilty, luin and devastation mark the 
track of the mob 


'Theie is no lule or reason in the onsweep of the mad- 


dened masses 
There Is no gauge by which the ravages of 


a mob may be measured 
Once admit that the law may bo 


defied \\ith Impunity, theie is an end to civil government

O one, not even the enemies of organised labor, -will 


feel any great amount of sympathy for President 


Roosevelt if the labor unions, as seems likely, should unan- 
imously oppose his re-election, because of his attitude in 
the case of Foreman Miller in the government printing 
office. 
The President in his published letter stated that 


the regulations of trades unions cannot override the laws 
of the United States and he reiterated his words,in his in- 
terview with Gompers, Mitchell and other labor leaders 
lately at Washington 
While the President's position, in 


that respect is correct, was the action of the bookbinders 
union in the Miller matter any more at variance with the 
national laws than was that of the Miners union in the an- 
thracite coal strike' The country remerntiers tlje presr- 
dent'a action In that matter, how he coquetted with the 
union; how the heads of the miners' association were call- 
ed Jnto consultation with the president and the owners of 
the mines were practically forced by Mr. Roosevelt to 
submit the whole situation to arbitration by a board ap- 
pointed by himself. We never felt anjt sympathy for the 
ce>£(l mine owners, for they were conducting their business 
in defiance of public opinion, contrary to public needs, 
unjustly in regard to their employees, and in defiance of 
law. The Journal approved the President's course in that 
matter, notwithstanding it was outside1 of his official duty, 
and was grlad that he brought the coal cormorants to terms 
But his course in the Miller case is entirely inconsistent 
with that of the other \v e hav-e mentioned.

' traced directly to the ill-temper of 


;jui ordinary milk cow—"Mrs. O'Leary's 
<cow," as it now. is celebrated in the 
smnals of Chicago's history.

137 De Koven street, on the southwest 
•-slue-of the city.
